"53. No person shall bring into the 
Uvlony, or Arive, carry, transport, 
remove, or have or keep, or knowingly 
suffer to be had or kept under his cou- 
tro! or ou bis premises, any unimal or 
other orcature used for human food in 
any way which may cause it needless 
or avoidable suffering.”’

Not by « flat refusal, net by 
an unsympathetic attitude, but in a spirit 
of seriousness, of sympathy, and in a per- 
fectly reasonable way. {pot the ques- 
tion of an increase in wages they havo 
made a large immediate advance, and 
have indicated that whatever further may 
be due shall date as from the time of 
the present concession. As to tho other 
demands in the supreme interests oft your 
livelihood and for the sake of the salet 
of Britain’s industry they refused, ans 
in our opinion rightly too, to take a jum 
in the dark and to say that they will 
make — these large and = revolutionary 
changes without time for consultation 
with you and complete investigation inte 
the facts, both of which the; promise to 
arrange for immediately. Here, in fact, 
is what the Government say to each of 
the concessions asked for: 
_ An immediate inorease of Is. per day 
in wages to compensate for the i creased 
cost. of living since the laat advance in 
wages was given. The Board .of Trade 
figures show that the 1s. per day offere’ 
covers the increased cost of commedities 
which haa taken place since the last wager 
settlement in Jun The Government 
alao suBgest, in the t of the men being 
dissatisfied with the amount offered, that 
a joint committee should at once be set. 
up to make the fullest investigation into 
the figures as to the inerensed’ cost of 
living since the last wages acitlement, 
and if it should be found that a higher 
advance than’ is’ per day is regsonable, 
then such additional increase would 
added to the 1, per day and made retres- 
ective. 
Me Regarding the six hours’ day by 
legislation and the nationalisation of 
mines, the Government suggest thot a 
mest. complete investigation should be 
made into both these questions by a Select 
Committee.

~© With reference to the payment of fu} 
standard wages-for those described under 
the fourth headiig, the position of the 
Government is quite definite. They point 
out that this question applics to every 
trade in the country, and all orders must 
be treated alike in this respcct. ile 
they cannot agree to the principle of 
payment of full wages for unemployment, 
they guarantee doing everything ossible 
to avoid men being unprovi ol with 
work, and as a Means to that end they 
suggest that joint committees should be 
established at every oolliery in the coun- 
try to make sure of employment being 
found for all as speedily as is humanly 
possible. ‘
